Claim 5 specifically recites SEQ ID NOS 4-34, which are different peptides that are conjugated 
to a PNA for transport. 

This international searching authority considers that the international application does not 
comply with the requirements of unity of invention (Rules 13.1, 13.2, and 13.3) for the reasons 
indicated below: 

According to the guidelines in Section (f)(i)(a) of Annex B of the PCT Administrative 
Instructions, the special techincal feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 shall be considered to be 
met when all the alternatives of a Markush-group are of similar nature.

(B) (1) a common structure is present, i.e, a significant structure is shared by all of the 
alterrnatives or 

(B)(2) in cases where the common structure cannot be the unifying criteria, all alternatives 
belong to an art recognized class of compounds in the art to whcih the invention pertains. 

The instant antisense sequences are considered to be each separate inventions for the following 
reasons: 
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the sequences do not meet the criteria of (A), common property or activity or (B)(2), art 
recognized class of compounds. Althoug each may be used a a transport peptide they do not all 
possess that same transport capabilities. Each peptide recited in claim 5 has a different dtructure 
and/or was derived from a different organism where the properties of each peptide varies one 
from another. The properties of each of the peptides is different based on its amino acid 
sequence. Each member of the class cannot be substituted, one for the other, with the expectation 
that the same intended result would be achieved (for example the different peptides may 
transport a PNA intoone prokaryote and not another). 

Further, the sequences do not meet the criteria of (B)(1), as they do not share, one with another, a 
common core structure. Accordingly, unity of invention between the peptides is lacking and 
each sequence recited is considered to constitute a special technical feature.
